Men Held Here on Mail Fraud 
Indictments Returned in 
Chicago. 


United States Deputy Marshals ar- 
rested today Charles O’Connor and H. 
V. Broenstrup, who have been living at 
the Stratford Hotel for two weeks, on 


indictments by the Chicago Federal: 
grand jury charging them with using 
the mails to defraud. 

The indictments charged the two men 
with fraud in connection with the sale 
of stock in the O’Connor Corporation, 
capitalized for $1,000,000 for the ostensi- 
ble purpose of manufacturing automo- 
biles, and the sale of scholarships to 
would-be aviators to qualify as oper- 
ators of aeroplanes for the Alaskan 
Aerial Transportation Co. of Alaska, 
incorporated in Chicago for $5,000,006. 

The Federal authorities have been on 
the trail of O’Connor and Broenstrup 
since last March, when their papers and 
fixtures were seized. It is charged that 
they had no plant or equipment what- 
ever for the manufacture of automo- 
biles, and that promises made in con- 
nection with their correspondence school 
of aviation were never kept. 

rchasers of the scholarships were 
told that they would be given a corre- 
spondence course of instruction first, 
and then be taken to Chicago for actual 
training on an aviation field. After they 
were qualified as experts they were to 
operate aeroplanes carrying mail, pas- 
sengers and freight between the United 
States and Alaska. 

None of the students, it was charged, 
were ever taken to Chicago to complete 
their course of training, for which they 


paid $35 to $50.

In man-power we certainly have not 
reached the zenith, while the progress tf 
the present war loan will show our 
wealth still ample for our purpose. 

„People who are closer to public opin- 
ion than I tell me the vast bulk of our 
reople are not ready to conclude peace. 
Undoubtedly, a small section of our pub- 
lic consider cur chances of victory 80 
hopeless that they are willing to make 
peace on almost any terms, as were cer- 
tain groups in the Northern States. If 
the idea that we are stubbornly fighting 
without hope of victory is at all preva- 
lent, I am sure it will be useful to call 
the attention of your readers to the 
above civil war analogy. Quoting a 
higher authority than myself, in the 
form of Gen. Haig’s last dispatch, you 
can see that the army would consider 
peace at this stage of the war nothing 
short of a crime.“ 

Gen. Maurice is known as a student of 
the history of the civil war. When the 
present conflict began he was at work 
on a biography of Robert E. Lee.

“‘Australia knows that I am no 
jingo, yet I regard this council as 
marking the beginning of a new 
poch in the history of the empire. 
The war has changed us, heaven 
kno.’s. It has taught us more than 
we yet understand; it has opened a 
new age for us, and we want to go 
into that age together with our fel- 
lows overseas, just as we have come 
through the darkness together and 
shed our blood and treasure together. 
»The empire War Council will deal 
with all general questions affecting the 
war. The Prime Ministers or their rep- 
resentatives will be temporary members 
of the Cabinet, and we propose to ar- 
range that all matters of first-rate im- 
portance should be considered at a 
series of special meetings. Nothing af- 
fecting the dominions, the conduct of 
the war or negotiations for peace will 
be excluded from its purview. There 
will, of course, be domestic questions 
which each part of the empire must 
settle for itself—questions such as re- 
cruiting in the United Kingdom, or 
home legislation, but we propose that 
everything else should be, so to speak, 
on the table.“

That is one obvious question,“ the 
Premier replied, “* ‘but there are many 
questions of equal moment.

FILM SHOWS WILD 
BIRDS AND REFUGE 


Louisianan Illustrates Conserva- 
tion Work Before Sportsmen 
at Mercantile Club. 


E. A. Mellhenny of Avery Island, La., 
showed tha sportsmen of Missouri, at 
the Mercantile Club, last night, whet 
is being done with the great game ref- 
uges which have been established on the 
Louisiana coast. He spoke before the 
Missouri Fish and Game League, and 
showed four reels of moving pictures 
illustrating his work. The audience 
was at times moved to applause and at 
others thrilled by the almost incrediole 
srectacie of myriads of the wildest birds 
we have living in their wild state upon 
the screen. 

Melihenny told his audience that the 
refuges he has secured now aggregate 
in area almost 500. square miles. They 
consist of the Marsh Island of 79,000 
acres, which he induced Mrs. Russel! 
Sage to buy; the Rockefeller Foundaticn 
tract of 89,000 acres, which was set 
aside two years ago; the Ward-Mclihen- 
ny preserve of 59,000 acres, and ite 
Louisiana State Game Refuge of 13.060, 

He said that on these preserves the 
egret had been saved from extermina- 
tion. Beginning 14 years ago with a 
parent stock of seven pairs of these 
birds, he has now under protection 100,000 
pairs, or 9 per cent of all the egrets 
now living. The market hunters had 
all but destroyed this beautiful species 
when the conservation work began, 
Plumes, taken in the nesting season, 
when the young were ieft to starve in 
the nests, became so valuable that a 
single bird was worth $0 to the man 


Who killed it. 


Mellhenny exhibited a film showing 
the plume hunter at work. This film he 
kept continuously running at Washing- 
ton for days when Congress was con- 
sidering the law against the importa- 
tion of the plumage of wild birds. 

“We just ran out and brought the 
members of Congress in as we could 
catch them,” he said. “Once they saw 
that film, they were with us. This same 
film put through the United States 
Senate the treaty with Canada for the 
protection of migratory birds. 


Censervation of Gam 
The other films displayed ere 3 


to the conservation of game birds. The 
market hunter was shown at work in 
the marshes of Louisiana. He slaught- 
ered ducks and geese all day, and a 
freight boat came to carry away his 
kill. 

‘In Louisiana the people are not the 
same as in most of the states, MclIl- 
henny said. They have lived in closer 
association with the wild game, and 
they do not as readily relinquish their 
right to do with it as they will as most 
people do. However, we have market 
hunting compressed into 45 days ‘in 
Louisiana now. The season is shortened 
every time thé Legislature meets. The 
next time it meets the slaughter of 
game for market and the sale of game 
in New Orleans will be swept out for- 
ever. 

He showed a wonderful film of the 
celebrated Goose Bar, where the goose 
shooting was perhaps the finest in the 
world. That bar is the only sand and 
gravel in a great area of marsh. 

The geese must come to it, and the 
old sitchen middens abeut indicate that 
there the Indian hunted before the 
white man. On this bar Mellmenny 
showed the ‘irst moving ‘pictures of 
biue geese ever ‘exhibited. He made 
them this winter. The screen was at 
termes ‘filled with them—in. flight—at 
feeding—reeling—lighting it brodeht 
the spertsn-en present to tilly feet.

when he produced police records from 
San Francisco alleged to identify the 
Baroness as Pauline Townsend or 
Maude Jackson, who, in 1890, with Fanny 
Lyle, was accused of larceny. According 
to the police history,“ Pauline Town- 
send and Fanny Lyle. fled to China, 
where Fanny Lyle lost herself. Fauline 
Townsend accumulated considerable 
money at Shanghai and returned to San 
Francisco. ‘There she was again in 
trouble, on the accusation of Louis G. 
Ojegda, a Guatemalan planter, who said 
he had been swindled. Again she fled, 
this time to Europe. 

When Dr. Appleby made his revela- 
tions, the woman admitted the police 
picture was of her but denied she was 
a fugitive. She became ill and the trial 
of his suit was postponed. Later her 
lewyers pleaded that there was no claim 
as the consideration was an improper 
one. 

Sued Insuranee Company. 

Two years earlier the woman sued an 
insurance company for the loss of a 
$16,000 pearl and diamond brooch. At 
that time her lawyers said she owned 
jewels worth $125,000. 

The testimony in the Appleby case dis- 
closed that their acquaintance begun in 
1903 on a train between Chicago and 
New York. The Baroness dropped her 
hand bag and Appleby picked it up ana 
restored it to hef.. The acquaintance 
progressed rapidly. 

Appleby's rich wife had just died and 
he decided to quite the University of 
Minnesota, where he had been lecturing 
on chemistry and teaching otology. and 
try a life of leisure. He and the Baron- 
ess, both then in the early 20s, went to 
Europe, and for six years life for them 
was a round of gayety. 

The Baroness then a visit to 
her home in Michigan but returned to 
Appleby.

There was testimony that Appleby was 
willing to marry the Baroness, although 
the annuity of $10,000 which his wife had 
devised to him was to cease if he re- 
raarried. In order to clear away this 
difficulty Appleby made an adjustment 
with his wife's relatives by which he 
accepted $140,000 in Meu of the anauity. 
He settled on the Baroness $3760 a year 
and gave her a house. When he sued 
her she filed a counter claim for $17,600 
arrears in settlement payments and for 
a deed to the house. His reply to the 
claims was that he agreed to the settle- 
ment and gave her the house to keep 
her from leaving him for an admirer 
in China or another in New York. 
Arpleby said he followed a system at 
Monte Carlo which netted him $50,000 4 
year. 

John D. Kilpatrick, an admirer, in 1903 
killed himself after.a quarrel and her 
hasty departure for Europe. They met 
in Tokio, where she was touring with 
a Frenchman. Kilpatrick returned to 
America with her. They were together 
in New York when they quarreled. The 
cause of the quarrel was never revealed. 
In November, 1912, the woman, then 
using the title of Baroness de Pallandt, 
sued Charies B. Fiynn. a Canadian mine 
promoter, for borrowed money and ob- 
tained judgment.

St Louis, swore that they saw Macau- 
ley at the hotel Dec. 23, the day when, 
according to one of the New York 
charges, he cashed a check in a New 
York jewelry store. 

To the testimony of the hotel em- 
ployes and guests was added the testi-. 
mony of Macauley’s wife, son and 
daughter. Former Circuit Attorney 
Harvey, attorney for Macauley, estab- 
lished a complete alibi, if the testimony 
is taken at its face value, showing Ma- 
cauley’s whereabouts from Dec. 18 until 
Lec. 30. 

Saw Macauley Take Train. 

R. B. Lamb, a mining engineer from 
New York, said he saw Macauley take 
a train for Toronto on the evening of 
Dec. 18. Lewis J. West, a member of 
the Toronto Stock Exchange, a business 
associate of Macauley, said he saw him 
in Toronto Dec. 19, 20 and 21, and talked 
with him over the telephone on the 
morning of Dec. 22, when Macauley told 
him he was going to St. Louis that day. 

George Merson, a chartered accountant 
in Toronto, whose office is two floors 
above that of Macauley, saw Macauley 
Dec. 19, 20 and 21. Abraham Rosenthal, 
a Toronto jeweler, testified that he sold 
Macauley a watch and a pair of cuff 
links on the evening of Dec. 22 between 
5 and 6 o’clock. 

Wm. Connelly, cashier of the Prince 
George Hotel in Toronto, testified that 
Macauley checked out of the hotel on 
the morning of Dec. 22, saying he was 
gcing to St. Louis that day. Lillian 
White, Macauley’s stenographer, testi- 
fied that she bought a railroad ticket 
for Macauley from Toronto to St. Louis 
Dec. 22, and that when she learned of 
Macauley’s arrest. she went to the 
ticket office and got the number of the 
ticket. She then traced the ticket, she 
explained, and obtained it from the 
Wabash general passenger office in St. 
Louis. The ticket was exhibited and 
identified by Miss White. 

Miss White testified that she also took 
a group picture, containing a photo- 
graph of Macauley, to the conductor of 
the train Macauley rode to Detroit on 
from Toronto, and that the conductor 
identified Macauley’s picture as that of 
a man who had ridden on his train 
Dec. 22. 

Macauley Seen at Hotel, 

E. A. Blakemore, cashier and clerk of 
the Hamilton Hotel, said Macauley ar- 
rived at the Hamilton Hotel about 8 
p. m. Dec. 23. Edward J. Naylor, man- 
ager, said he saw Macauley about 9 
o’clock the same night in the hotel. Mrs. 
L. W. Haynes, a guest, said she Baw 
him enter the hotel on the even.nz of 
Dec. 23, and saw his little daughter gre.t 
him in the lobby. John F. Lynn anid 
Mrs. J. M. Stroud said they saw 
Macauley in the dining room on the 
morning of the twenty-fourth, with his 
fdmily.

Present Head of Woman's 
Council Says Founder of Or- 
ganization Is Not Its Lobbyist. 


Mrs. G. V. R. Mechin, president of the 
Woman's Council of St. Louis, today ex- 
plained to a Post-Dispatch reporter why 
she felt called upon to rebuke Mrs, 
William H. Utter, founder and first 
president of the Woman’s Council, for 
her activities as a lobbyist at Jefferson 
City. It was learned yesterday that 
Mrs. Mecl,in, in a telephone conversa- 
tion with Mrs. Utter, had asked that 
Mrs. Utter discontinue holding herself 
out at Jefferson City as representing 
the Woman’s Council. 

“Mrs. Utter called up.“ said Mrs. Me- 
chin, and told me what she was doing 
at Jefferson City in behalf of proposed 
legislation in which the Woman's Coun- 
cil is interested. The Woman’s Council 
is actively supporting only one proposi- 
tion, « marriage license bill, and Mrs. 
Utter said she was working for that 
together with other measures. 

J told her the council had its own 
legislative committee, of which Mrs. B. 
A. Hickman is chairman; that it did not 
wish to be represented by a lobbyist 
and that I preferred that she discontinue 
her efforts in our behalf. Mrs. Utter 
is working primarily to defeat the anti- 
trading stamp bill, and I was afraid 
her activity would injure the one meas- 
ure we are supporting. 

“That is all there was to it. I did 
not tell Mrs. Utter to keep her hands 
off of the council's affairs. There was 
nothing personal in my attitude, and I 
recognize Mrs. Utter’s right to her in- 
dividual opinions as a member of the 
Woman’s Council. But she had no au- 
thority to represent herself as a lob- 
byist fot the council, and I objected to 
her doing 80.“ 

It was said in Jefferson City that Mrs. 
Utter also represented the Missouri Fed- 
eration of Women's Clubs. Mrs. W. R. 
Chivvis, resident of the State Clubs, 
said the fcderation had no lobbyist at 
Jefferson City, and that it maintained 
its own legislative committee. 

Mrs. Utter represents the Woman's 
Economy League, an organization which 
is working for the defeat of a pending 
bill, which proposes a tax of 5 per cent 
upon the gross receipts of merchants 
giving trading stamps. 

The trading stamp companies and the 
stores which give stamps are working 
hard for the defeat of the bill and in 
the last few weeks thousands of women 
customers of stores giving trading 
stamps have become members of the 
Woman’s Economy League, simply by 
signing blanks in the hands of women 
solicitors stationed in the stores. There 
is no cost and no formality connected 
with membership in this league. In a 
statement yesterday before a committee 
of the Legislature conducting hearings 
on the bill, Mrs. Utter declared she had 
the signatures of 60,000 women who op- 
pose the bill.

FIGHT IN AUTO IN 
DARK WITH BUTLER 


Texan Declares Shot From 


Army Officer’s Weapon 
Killed Mrs. Spanell. 
| 


SAN ANGELO, Tex., Jan. %.—After 
testimony was introduced to bear out 
the story told by Harry J. Spanell yes- 
terday and to show that Lieutenant- 
Colonel M. C. Butler was known among 
his soldiers as Bull“ Butler, the de- 
tense in the trial in which Spanell is 
charged with killing his wife rested ta- 
day. 

Two witnesses testified that Butler had 
the reputation of being a woman chas- 
er, even with his command. 

The first witness for the State on th» 
rebuttal declared that Col. Butler's repu- 


tation regarding his attentions to women, 


was good. 

Several witnesses for the defense have 
testified that the reputation of Col. But- 
ler was bad in this regard. a 
Spanell was pale and nervous, but ar- 
peared relieved over having concluded 
his ordeal on the stand. 

Private Testifies Against Zutler. 

Private William Granger of the Sixth 
Cavalry, which was Lieutenant-Colonel 
Butler’s regiment, was the first witness, 
today. He testified the soldiers had 
nicknamed Butler “Bull,” and that the 
officer’s reputation as to women was 
bad. 

He said he saw Spanell about 35 min- 
utes before the shooting and that ne 
was sober and in a good humor. 

R. H. Neff of El Paso, a Texas. 
gvardsman, stationed at Marfa, also 
gave testimony regarding Butler's nie- 
name. He, too, said Butler was marked 
in his attentions to women. 

James Dodd of Alpine said he saw 
Mr. and Mrs. Spannell and Lieutenant- 
Colonel Butler in the Spanell car just 
a few minutes before the shooting. The 
car passed him, he said, slowly enough | 
for him to hear Butler say: 

Mr. Spanell, will you let me explain?“ 

He testified that the next words he 
caught were “—— —— Mrs. Spanell and 
Mrs. Butler went up there —— — and 
then the automobile passed out of his 
hearing. In a very short time, he said, 
he heard shots. Dodd was the man 
whose appearance as a witness the de- 
tense deemed so important Spannell's 
lawyers intimated they would have td 
ask for a continuance if iliness, from 
which he was suffering at the start of 
the trial, kept him away. 

State Begins Its Rebuttal. 

When the State began its rebuttal A. 
M. Turney of Alpiné, County Judge, was 
the first witness called to the stand. He 
testified that Butler’s reputation as re- 
garded his attentions to women, was 
good. 

Succeeding nen ga ve testimony 
dittering from evidence introduced by 
the defense regarding Butler's attentions 
to women. 

Dr. B. F. Berkley, J. D. Jackson, a 
cattle man: J. W. Yates, a newspaper 
man, and Mose Slater, County Attorney, 
all of Alpine, agreed with Judge Turney 
that the dead officer’s reputation was 
good. 

On the stand yesterday Spanell de- 
Butler fired the shot 
that killed Mrs. Spanell. 

Spanell is also under indictment for 
killing Col. Butler. The case yesterday 
was put over until Feb. 1. Mrs. Span- 
ell and Col. Butler were killed at Al- 
pine, Tex., tue night of July . last. 
They were in a motor car driven by 
Spanell. 

Tella of Del in Nor 

Spanell declared the shoe that killed 
his wife was fired by Col. Butler while 
he and the army officer were engaged 
in a pistol duel in the darkness. Col. 
Butler, the witness declared, had fol- 
lowed and paid “undue attentions’’ to 
Mrs. Spanell, trying to show her off’ 
before other army officers, and the de- 
fendants had protested to Col. Butler, 
asking him to be careful because he did 
not want unfavorable comment made 
about his wife. 

At one point in Spanell's testimony, 
relating to his love for his wife and 
young daughter, and their affection ‘or 
him, court recessed a few minutes to 
relieve the tension in the room. Tears 
ran down jurors’ cheeks, women speécta- 
ters wept and the defendant-witness 
himself sobbed and moaned. During 
the brief intermission Spanell partly re 
gained his composure and continued his 
story, telling of what he said were the 
actual occurrences on the night of the 
shooting. 

Incident in Hotel Room, 

Spanell said that while he regarded 
his wife as being as pure as a flower 
and just like an innocent little girl, 
he regarded Butler as a bold, persisten* 
man and dangerous to women. All his 
efforts previous to July 2, he sail, 
were to shield his wife from Butler's 
advances. The climax came, he said, 
on the evening of July , when his 
wife and Mrs. Butler went upstairs in 
the Holland Hotel and were quickly fo!- 
lewed by Butler. 

Spanell testified he followed in a few 
minutes and found his wife alone and 
greatly agitated. He said he believed 
she had been offered an insult while 
Mrs. Butler was out of the room for a 
moment. 

He invited Butler into his car, ‘n 
which Mrs. Spanell already was seated, 
and, after going a few blocks, demand- 
ed to know of Butler what had ha>- 


pened In the room. A fight ensued, } 


Spanell said, in which Butler tried to 
use Mrs. Spanell as a shield. He could 
see flashes from Butlers pistol as he 
stood behind Mrs. Spanell, and could 
see Mrs. Spanell trying to free herscif 
from Butiler’s grasp, he said. Finally, 
he testified, he saw Butler fall and 
found his wife dead—concluding hia tes- 
timony with the statement, Butler had 
killed her.

“Arise!” I order. The pump begins to 
buzz. We now had to empty the ballast- 
tanks of the water which had been taken 
in so as to make the boat heavier, and 
we begin to drift slowly upward, Gen- 
erally that maneuver had been accom- 
plished with perfect success, but not so 
today. 

The boat wabbled and stuck. 

Nine hundred litres above the nor-

900 litres more than the normal quantity 
necessary to make the boat rise. It 
seems as if we were in a vise, I joked, 
“but in accordance with the chart there

the hand on the manometer was rising, 
Lut it shot upward at one end only. The 
stern arose but the nose remained fast 
in the mud. 

Then, after a few more litres of water 
had exchanged places, the boat altered 
her mind and again placed herself in a 
Lorizontal position. She rose quickly 
and satisfactorily, but showed a tend- 
ency to sag toward the stern until we 
by a new shift of the ballast, had re- 
established the right conditions of equi- 
librium. 

After the boat had pulled loose with 
apparent reluctance from her bed on 
the sea’s bottom, she could not get up 
fast enough to stick her nose into the 
fresh air. But this did not suit my pur- 
pose, as I preferred first to put up the 
periscope and find out whether the 
afmosphere was free from British germs, 
as I felt I was entirely responsible for 
my boat’s health. I entertained one 
fear, based on experience, that the 
germs, in the form of destroyers and 
trawlers, appearing suddenly, could en- 
danger her health. I made her obey my 
will, let the 900 litres be pumped into her 
again and thus checked her quick ascent. 

At the same time I had the dynamo 
motors started so that we would have 
steerage way for the diving rudder and 
commanded that the U-boat stop at a 
depth of 20 meters. Thereafter I soon 
came to the periscope depth and took 
a look around to see if I could discover 
any ships. There was nothing in sight— 
but woe, a heavy storm! Well, it can't 
be helped.“ I said softly to myself. 

Now, Mate,“ I ordered, let me take 
a look at the chart once more. Watch 
carefully and follow my calculations to 
see I make no mistake. From here to 
the first mine fleld it is 22 miles; from 
there to the second about 14 miles, 
which makes 36 miles altogether. We 
must reach the first fleld just before 
the ebb tide, as the mines = only visi- 
ble right before or right after the ebb. 
We get the ebb about 10 o'clock, and it 
is now 6:30.

Reaches First Mine Fields. 

Exactly one hour before the ebb tide 
we reached those sections where the 
enemy, according to the reports from 
other U-boats, believed they had er- 
fectively blockaded the passage with a 
mine fleld that stretched several miles. 
I say believed,“ because the mines, as 
before stated, showed above the sur- 
face at ebb tide, and one could easily 
steer through the lanes between them. 

But it was not quite as easy as I had 
expected from the stories and reports 
of my fellow submarine commanders to 
slip between the mines. 

Here goes!“ I said to both officers, 
who, like me, had crawled into their 
heavy oilskins and had exchanged their 
embroidered caps for the practical sou’- 
wester.

Now we were pounding into the mine 
field. Lohmann squinted his small gray 
eyes to a couple of narrow slits, spat 
on his right hand, and then in a long 
semi-circle toward the first mine which 
we were just passing on the port side. 
He, thereupon, hitched his slipping 
trousers, lit his nose warmer, a pipe 
broken off close to the bowl, spat once 
more into his right hand, and began a 
series of artistic curvings and twistings 
to weave his way through these narrow 
lanes. And he was then as calm and 
confident as if he had done nothing all 
his life except steer U boats through 
mine fields. 

In ten minutes we had passed the 
field. We estimated we had sifted 
through about 800 mines. At high speed 
we then steered toward the second 
patch of mines.

Tt is 10:42. 

Beyond the second mine field an En- 
giish destroyer is patrolling. We there- 
fore have to dive quickly and go 
through the mines under water, a de- 
tested and very dangerous proceeding! 
The destroyer has not seen us. The sea 
becomes more violent. The barometer 
falls rapidly. The heavens are filled 
with black rain clouds. The clearness 
of the atmosphere disappears and the 
ocean is restless and covered with white 
foam. The sea washes over the peri- 
scope again and agath with white- 
combed rushing mountains of water, so 
that for several long seconds I can see 
nothing. 

Suddenly we are in the midst of the 
mines. I ean only make out those that 
are close by because the tide has risen 
so that only the tops of the black balls 
can be seen, which here and there bob 
up for a second. To avoid hitting the 
mines seems almost impossible. Now 
we are running straight at one. The 
next second it is on top of us and passes 
only a few meters from the periscope. 
At the same time, on the other side, 
three mines clustered together are float- 
ing right by us. This is a hellish jour- 
rey, and that confounded destroyer 18 
all the time waiting for us on the other 
side of the field, and compels us to con- 
tinue in this awkward position below 
the surface. He has no consideration 
for our difficulties. 

Oh, how he would enjoy it if we sud- 
denly went up in the air, surrounded by 
a cloud of smoke and fire. 

Mine Hits Periscope. 

Good God! Now we are about to 
give him this joy. I had already 
shut my eyes because one of them 
had just struck hard with a metallic 
clang against the periscope, a sound 
{ will never forget until I am in 
a better world But the mine, which 
I saw just before a wave had washed 
over the periscope, had been carried 
away right behind us and had bet- 
ter sense than to blow us up. It only 
twisted on its axis and didn't do us 
any harm.

PEACE PICTURED BY 
WILSON, HE SAYS 


Avows Sympathy With Presi- 
dent’s Plan, Says It Requires 
War Preparation. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 26.—Elihu Root's 
avowed sympathy with President Wil- 
son's plan to establish world peace, and 
hir denunciation of Germany's course in 
the war, expressed in an address before 
the National Security League’s congress 


or constructive patriotism last night, are 
still the subjects of considerable infor- 
mal discussion among delegates today. 
Root's speech drew from S. Stanwood 
Menken, chairman of the congress, the 
explanation that the gathering was in- 
tended to be neutral, regardless of ex- 
pressions of individual speakers who are 
free to say what they please.“ 

Universal mflitary training, advocated 
by Root, was also urged by many speak- 
ers today. ~ 

“The present war which is raging in 
Europe was begun on an avowal of prin- 
ciples of national action that no reason- 
able and thoughtful neutral ought to 
ignore,“ said Root in his speech. The 
central principle was that a state ex- 
igency, state interest, is superior ‘to 
those rules of morality which control in- 
dividuals. Now that was not an ex- 
pedient, an excuse, seized upon to jus- 
tify the beginning of the war; it is fun- 
damental. 

The theory of the modern republic is 
that right begins with the individual. It 
was stated in the Declaration of Inde- 
pendence. 

“The ancient theory, the theory of 
monarchies and alike of the ancient re- 
publics upon which they went down to 
their ruin, was that the state is the be- 
ginning, the foundation of right, and 
that individuals derive their rights from 
the state, and therefore the exigencies 
of the state are superior to all individual 
rights. 

‘It was upon the continuance and 
assertion of that principle that this war 
in Europe was begun. And upon that 
rrinciple it was declared that there was 
no obligation upon a nation to keep the 
faith of a treaty if it did not suit its 
interests. 

“It does not matter much what you 
and I think about these things; it 
doesn’t matter that I think they were 
immoral and criminal, as I do; it doesn't 
matter, I think, that if that principle of 
national conduct is to be maintained and 
approved in this world, then liberty and 
civilization must die. 

Thinks America Is Threatened. 

“What does matter is that approxi- 
mately one-half the entire military 
power of this world supports that prop- 
osifion. And T say to you, and wish I 
ec uld say it to every American, if that 
‘principle of national conduct be ap- 
proved in the struggle that is pending, 
be approved by the free people of 
America, be approved by the conscience 
of the civilized world, then our Ameri- 
can freedom will surely die, and die 
while we live. 

“Look for a minute at the German 
note proposing a peace conference, 
which used a phrase which aptly de- 
scribes the concrete application of the 
principle about which I am talking. It 
said ‘we were forced to take sword: of 
justice, and for liberty of national evo- 
lution.’ 

“Liberty of national evolution! It was 
national evolution that overran Servia. 
It was national evolution that crushed 
Belgium. And national evolution has ex- 
tended over Asia and Africa, all over the 
world, except America, North and South 
—eager and grasping and resolute, gath- 
ering it under its flag, under domina- 
tion, under national control, the terri- 
tory of the earth.“ 


Taking up the President’s peace ad- 
dress, Root said: 

“There is much noble idealism in his 
speech. With its purpose I fully sym- 
pathize. The kind of peace he de- 
scribes is the peace that I long for. But 
the way he sees to preserve that peace 
is by preparation for war. Now, if some 
of our friends among the cornfields ana 
the cotton flelds and the mines and the 
citrus fruit orchards will read this 
clause of the President's speech, telling 
how we may prevent further wars, they 
may have reason to wonder whether 
they haven’t forgotten something. Here 
it is: 


Mere argument may not make 
peace secure. It would be absolutely 
necessary that a force be created as 
u guarantor of the permanency of the 
settlement, so much greater than the 
force of any nation now engaged, or 
any alliance hitherto formed or 
projected, that no nation, no prob- 
able combination of nations, could 
face or withstand it. If the peace 
presently to be made is to endure it 
must be a peace made secure by the 
organized major force of mankind.’ 


Now, I hope that paragraph means 
what I hope it does. I do not under- 
stand it as intended to commit the 
United States to enter into a conven- 
tion or treaty with the other civilized 
countries of the world which will bind 
the United States to go to war on the 
continent of Europe or of Asia or in 
any other part of the world without the 
reople of the United States having an 
opportunity at the time to say whether 
they will go to war or not. There would 
be serious difficulties, I think, insur- 
mountable obstacles, to the making of 
any such agreement. One is that, 
agreement or no agreement, when the 
time comes the people of the United 
States will not go into any war. and 
nobody can get them into any war, un- 
less they then are in favor of fighting 
for something. And nothing can.be so 
bad as to make a treaty and then break 
it. 

What 1 understand by it is that a 
convention shall be made. by which al! 
the civilized nations shall agree with all 
their power to stand behind the main- 
tenance of the peace thus agreed upon, 
and if that peace be infringed upon 
he sanction of that agree- 
ment, each nation shall determine what 
ia its duty to do toward the maintenance 
of that peace. But observe that’ that 
is worthless, meaningless, unless the na- 
tions that enter into it keep the power 
It will be a worthiess agree- 
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ment on our part if we haven't a ship 
er a soldier that we can contribute to 
the war, if war there ought to be, for 
the maintenance of, that peace. And it 
absolutely requires that we shall build 
up a force, a potential power of arms, 
commensurate with our size, our num- 
bers, our wealth, our dignity, our part 
among the nations of the earth.“ 


Just one other sentence of this speech 
about which I wish to say a werd, and 
that is the declaration that the peace 
must be a peace without victory. Now, 
I sympathize with that. But the peace 
that the President described involves the 
absolute destruction and abandonment 
of the principle upon which this war 
was begun. It doesn’t say Servia,“ it 
dogsn’ t say ‘Belgium,’ but there the 
chosen head of the American people has 
declared the principles of the American 
democracy in unmistakable terms, has 
declared for the independence and equal 
rights of all small and weak nations, 
‘has declared for a Monroe Doctrine of 
the whole world, precluding all nations 
from interfering with the independent 
ecntrol of its own affairs by every smat!: 
nation, from taking away the territory 
of other nations, from attempting to 
exercise the coercion of superior power 
over other nations, for disarmament, for 
the reduction of these mighty armies 
and navies. And every word of that 
declaration, which I believe truly rep- 
resents the conscience und judgment of 
‘the American people, denounces the sac- 
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world of thdividual liberty and 
national right, and national subjection 
te the laws of morals can be obtained 

without any further military pressure, 
then thank God for it. But if it cannot 
be obtained without such further mili- 
tary pressure as to end in victory, then 
let us pray for the victory. ¢

The principles of justice and liberty and goy- 
ernment by consent of the governed, with pro- 
tection of the rights of nations to their own po- 
litical systems and territories, are dangerous things 
to throw into international dealings and agree- 
ments. They are apt to blow up all the interna- 
tional objects and rules and the diplomatic meth- 
ods that have prevailed. They dynamite the greeds 
and ambitions of royal houses and ruling classes 
and checkmate the international game of grab, 
in which the rights and lands of weak peoples 
are pawns. 

It is a foolish thing for the United States to 
stand for these principles in international rela- 
tions and try to get the nations to adopt them as 
rules of conduct. They are only high-sounding 
phrases, useful in political campaigns and inter- 
national] deceptions. N 

It is as foolish to attempt to apply them prac- 
tically to international problems and to peace 
agreements as it was at one time to attempt to 
‘substitute law for individual might or to abolish 
the feudal system. Self-government and equal 
rights under law were once regarded as idle 
visions of dreamers and piracy was a firmly estab- 
lished international custom. 

The folly of seriously proposing the interna- 
tional enforcement of justice and equal rights as 
a means of maintaining peace is not quite so 
great as the folly of trying to inject any kind 
of idealism or exalted statesmanship into some 
senatorial] minds. The President has to shoot 
low to hit the understanding of some Congress- 
men. 

When Senator Reed, however, expresses the 
fear that the President’s utterances before the 
Senate will make him ridiculous before the coun- 
try and before the world,” he is needlessly agi- 
tated. He has better reason to fear the conse- 
quences of his own remarks in opposition to the 
President’s suggestions. He ought now, if his 
vision is not too strabismic, to see where the 
ridicule will fall. Neither the country nor the 
world is laughing at the President.

In his address to the Missouri Legislature Mr.

This is a fair sample of that intolerant fanati- 
cism of which Mr. Bryan is now the self-consti- 
tuted leader. He rules everybody who does not. 
agree with him out of Christian fellowship. For- 
tunately, the Founder of Christianity, who made 
and used wine, His disciples, who drank it, and 
the Apostle Paul, who counseled the use of a little 
wine for the stomach’s sake, cannot be reached 
by the Bryan anathema. 
Prohibition is contrary to Christianity. The 
world was overburdened with law when Chris- 
tianity came to relieve it of legal oppressions 
and hypocrisies. Prohibition is an abandonment 
of the method of Christianity’s leader and teacher, 
who substituted love for law, the spiritual inspi- 
ration for the prohibitive code. 
Referring to a set of church elders who drank, 
Mr. Bryan is quoted as saying: My God! What 
a task the Almighty has on hand, to try to con- 
vert the world through tippling elders!”’ 
We are tempted to paraphrase this bit of evan- 
gelistic blasphemy by exclaiming, ‘What a task 
Bryan has on hand, to try to convert the world 
through club-swinging policemen!” 
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ANNEXATION ENABLING AOT. 

The bill prescribing how county communities 
which may desire to be annexed to St. Louis and 
which St. Louis may desire to annex shall unite 
themselves to this city is permissive only. 

It takes nothing for granted and preserves the 
liberty of choice to the people affected by an- 
nexation projects. Jurisdictions can be merged 
only after an affirmative vote of the inhabitants 
of both units concerned. 

The bill is general in terms. It does not apply 
to any single community or group of communi- 
ties in the county, but provides a machinery that 
may be utilized in the annexation of successive 
portions of territory with equitable readjustment 
of public assets and liabilities in the new rela- 
tion. 

Perhaps no comprehensive scheme of arnexa-

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PRISON SCHOOL FOR CONVICTS. 
A census of illiteracy is to be made among the 


2600 convicts at the Missouri Penitentiary. It is 
said that the duty of the State to teach those un- 
able to read and write is at last to be recognized. 

Who is responsible if, after the State has abso- 
lute control for two or 10 or more years of a young 
illiterate from city slums or remote Ozark dis- 
tricts, he comes out as much handicapped for the 
battle of life as when he entered the prison? It 
is to the reproach of Missouri that for many years 
the only instruction afforded at its principal cor- 
rective institution was provided in an unauthor- 
ized Snd irregular manner by a sympathetic guard, 
who clandestinely smuggled in dog-eared text- 
books discarded by school children. The principle 
on which compulsory attendance and other educa- 
tional legislation is based demands that those 
who are State wards shall not be suffered to con- 
tinue in ignorance. 

Admission that an unlettered convict’s educa- 
tional equipment is at least as important as his 
performance of the daily stint assigned him for 
prison contractors’ benefit indicates a new spirit 
at the penitentiary. That a training enlarging 
his horizon and contributing to his reformation 
is even more important than contractors’ profits 
may some day be conceded. 
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SINGING FOR A VERDIOT. 
Pity the poor juryman. Particularly the Madi- 


son County juryman. The jury room for him is a 
torture chamber indeed. 
doubts the other jurymen sing at him until his 
doubts dissolve and he is willing to sign any kind 
of a verdict.

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UNDEMOCRATIC PORTO BICAN BILL. 

Some of the reasoning advanced in the United 
States Senate in support of the electoral quali- 
fications prescribed in the pending Jonés bill, 
which would establish the status of the people of 
Porto Rico, sounds strange in these days when 
the world looks to America for democratic lead- 
ership. The measure provides that no person 
shall be a member of the insular Senate unless 
he owns $1000 worth of taxable property; of the 
House unless he owns $500 worth, or shall even 
vote, after 10 years, unless he can read and write 
or is a bona fide taxpayer. 

It is proposed, in other words, that the coun- 
try which recognizes equality of all men before 
the law in its own affairs, deniés it in the af- 
fairs of a dependent country. We are asked to 
take away from the Porto Rleans a right that was 
accorded them by reactionary Spain and which 
they have enjoyed for 16 years. Wé are not even 
required to furnish the means whereby 300,000 
children can qualify themselves for the ballot 
when they come of voting age a decade hence.

1 T's the habit to cast reflections on the baseball player, just now, because 
it is suspected that he is trying to maintain a war-level on salaries that 
even in times of peace, excite the wonder and—too frequently—envy of wage 


earners not so fortunate. 

It has been the prevailing belief 
that the young and middle-aged men 
of the major leagues would have 
trouble in earning a substantial ex- 
istence, if the baseball field were sud- 
denly removed. 

Certainly that condition existed 10 
or 15 years ago. Whether the quality 
of men on the baseball team of to- 
day has changed is open to question 

This much is true: That the high 
salaries, existing even before the war, 


had a tendency to lure into the fray 
who 


would otherwise have passed up base- 
ball as a livelihood; men who, if base- 
ball did not exist, were educationally 


fitted to undertake almost any occu-
